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New budget to spend 

Development projects 
accorded priority

RIYADH. April 13 — Saudi Arabia's cabinet, meeting under IGng 
Fahd, Wednesday approved the 1983/84 budget with expenditure 
estimated at SR260 billion, SR17-20 billion more than last year, and 
revenues at SR225 billion. 

King Fahd told the cabinet that despite the tangible dedine in world 
oil consumption and in Saudi Arabia's petroleum exports, the alloca- 
tions for government expenditure had been increased because, luckily, 
many major devel<^mental projects were completed last year and this 
made it no longer necessary to make the relating aQocations in the new 
budget 

The King said that SR ISO billion will be spent under the new state 
budget on more development projects and programs. The devel^- 
ment programs indude a number of projects whose implementation 
will start in tbe New Year widi a total cost of about SRS4 billioo. In 
addition, various agricultural, industrial and real estate development 
funds subsidies wall continue. 

He added diat all mioistiies and government departments had been 
ordered to give the utmost importance to wideniog tbescope of educa- 
tional, health, social and municipal services and to raising their stan- 
dard. 

King Fahd said that the future picture of the oil market in the near 
future was not perfectly clear, but hoped that price stability would once 
again prevail at steady production levels for the mutual benefit oi 
oii-pr^ucing and oil-consuming countries. 

A statement released Wednesday by the Ministry of Finance and 
National Economy said the expected deficit of SR35 billion in gov- 
ernment revenues, in comparison with last year, will be financed from 
the general reserves. However, tbe amount to be drawn from such 
reserves will be reduced should revenues exceed those estimated in the 
budget The budget commences April 14, 1983, and ends with the 
fiscal year April 4, 1984. 

During tbe past fiscal year, government revenues had been esti- 
mated at SR313.4 billioo. but actual revenues amounted to only 
SR243,676J)00,000. This was caused by the dedine in oil exports and 
production. OH production reached an average of about 5.6 million 
barrels a day throughout the year. 

Total actual expenditure amounted toSR243,652.000,000, which is 
14 percent lower than the 198 1/82 actual expenditure and six percent

Summit put off to early May Iraq sinks! ships

RABAT, April 13 ( AP) — An extraordi- 
nary Arab summit, tentatively set for the 
coming weekend in the Moroccan city of Fez. 
has been rescheduled to early May, the semi- 
official Moroccan news agency MAP 
announced Wednesday. 

It said the dedsioD had been taken by 
Morocco's King Hassan 11, president of the 
summit since its last meeting in Fez, 
Morocco, ia S^tember, “taking into account 
the higher interest of the Arab nation." No 
exact dates were given. 

The agency said the delay was caused by 
*the latest political developments.' an appar- 
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enl allusicMi to tbe breakdown in tallcsibei- 
ween Jordan's King Hussein and Palestine 
Liberation Organization leader Yasser 
Arafat 

It was also "to enable the intensificatioc of 
inter-Arab consultations with a view to 
ensuring the maximum chance of success fm- 
the extraordinaiy summit” the agen^ said. 

The Moroccan agency also said that certain 
unidentified Arab beads d state bad asked 
for the summit to be postponed. Arafat had 
called for tbe meeting because of tbe 
“deterioration of the situation in the (Israeli) 
occupied territories." 

Arafat *hopefiil’ 
on Jordan talks 

STOCKHOLM. April 13 (Agencies) — 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
leader Yasser Arafat was reported by Nordic 
politicians Wednesday to Iw confidmit that 
interrupted talks between tbe PLO and Jor- 
dan on a laddie East peace initiative could 
continue. 

The politidans also said after meeting him 
in Stodebeto tii^ had the inq>res9on he was 
very dose to recognisai^lsrad. “I think he is 
reaOy trying to be flexible about negotia- 
timis,” former Danish Soda! Democratic 
Prime Minister Anker Joeigensen told repor- 
ters. 

“He realizes that the talks have stopped for 
the moment but still believes it sfac^d be 
possible to continue negotiating wifo King 
Hussein," Joergensen said. On Israel, 
Joergensen said Arafat was “as near as poss- 
ible" to reoogniziog the Jewish state but 
wanted die same recognition for his organiza- 
tion from Israel. 

In anotiier development, a key House of 
Representatives panel in Washingtmi Tues- 
day af^roved U.S. aid for Jordan oo coodi- 
tioo King Hussein be ** committed" to negoti- 
ate witii Israel.

RIYADH. April 13 (SPA) — King Fahd 
Wednesday opened the cabinet meet- 
ing,devoted to the Kingdom's budget, witfa a 
spe^ pototing out the strenuous ai^ sinoers 
^orts exerted by the pet^le in consolidating 
tbe country and acAiei^ progress and 
power. 

He said that all parts of the Kingdom were 
now enjoyir^ the necessary public services 
and living conditions tiirou^ tiie huge efforts 
made by all sections of the people. 

Tbe King said the count^ waS enjoying 
enormous agricultural, indnstiial, mineral 
and otiier resources. “We have sncceeded in 
conqileting the necessary services to exploit 
these resources and the dtizens in various 
parts of the country now had ample oppor- 
tuniiies to exploit these resources," he added. 
The King noted that the government had set 
up necessary dqrartments to encourage peo- 
ple to do so. 

“ While calling on the people to make grea- 
ter use of these resources in the interest of 
their homeland as well as tbw own, we caD 
on an government officials to actively bade, 
help and guide tbe people in setting up pro- 
ductive sdemes in &e various eoonomiq sec- 
tors,” he said. 

“We also call on them to be keen in 
encoura^g and giving priori^ to the coun- 
try's agricultural and industrial products as 
well as otiier services," be added. 

The King said that just as the Kingdom was 
determined with God’s heh> to realize iD mms 
and national development plans and consoli- 
date its financial position, it is likewise 
determined to continue buildi^ its milii^ 
power and stren^ening its national security. 
Ttus ambition will serve as the core oS our 
intetest and policy, he added. 

Tbe King tiianked all tiiose u4io partici- 
pated in preparing tile new budget and expre- 
ssed appredatiem for their efforts and sincer- 
ity. Ki^ Fahd also stressed the need for 
a^ering to the Islamic creed on which he 
tiaid the country was based. ' ' ■' 

King Fahd said that SR37 billioo bad been 
^>ent on Saudi Arabia's first Five-Year 
Development Plan; SR484 billion oo the 
second; and SR300.2 billioa on the third 
(during the first two years of tiiat plan). In 


otiier words, SR824 billioo was spent on pro- 
jects in 12 years. 

The Real Estate Develc^ment Fund 
loaned die dtizens more than 5R57 billion to 
build thdr own houses, while the Real Estate 
Investment Fund gave them loans totaling 
SR3.6 (union. The Industrial Development 
Fund gave loans amounting to SRIO billion 
for 830 industrial projects. It also extended 
loans totaling SRI 7 1 million for the construc- 
tioo of SO warehouses, cold ston^es and 
other facilities. At the same time, it gave 
more than SR32 tulhoD to more foan 110 
electridty companies.

New budget 

Medium-and long-tenn concesaonaiy loans extended to tbe private 
sector in the different economic fields by the Saudi Industrial 
Development Fund (SIDF), the Real Estate Development Ftiad 
(REDF), tbe Saudi Arabian Agricultuiai Bank (SA^), and die 
Public Investment Fund (FiF) amounted to SR205 bilUcm under the 
previous budget. Of that committed amount morethanSR154 billion 
was actually spent. 

The Finance VCnisby statement said: It is dear that this lending 
poticy, in addio’on to o&er direct and indiiect support of the private 
sector by government institutions have helped the economy to expand- 
and diversify. Available statistics indicate that SIDF lending has con- 
tributed toward the establishment of more than 880 factories. These 
loans amounted to SR11.716 millKm, of wfaidi SR7.705 millioa has 
actually been spent 

ihe power sector was able to benefit from SIDF lending program to 
expand its generating capadty to 7,600 megawatts oom|m^ to only 
244 megawatts in the year 1390. Hie total loans committed to the 
power sector until the end of fiscal year 1402/1403 amounted to 
SR38.659 million vdiile disbursements for the same period amounted 
to SR32,S00 million. 

Tbe housing construction sector has utilized the capital resources 
made available by REDF and constructed more tiian 321^40 housing 
units in the country. The amount SR64,78l million has been com- 
mitted, of wfaid]$R5S.386 mllion has actuaOy been spenLThis increased 
the supply of housing leadii^ in tumjo the moderation of housing 
rental and ronsequeotiy'to the der^guJatibo' of tbe hmuirtg rental 
market. 

Other lending activities by SIDF induded loans to establish 39 
refrigeration stores valued at SR200 mfllim. Loans to construct 84 
hotels, 45 hospitals and several bakeries amounted to SR3.426 minion 
of which SR2.637 million has actually been ^ent. 

Saudi Arabia is witnessing a unique eiqieriment ai ^ricultural 
develt^ment Concessionary sfaoit-and loQg-tenn loans from SA^, 
benefiting more than 27.400 fanners amounted to SR11346 million 


with actual disbursements at SR8.238 million. 

The Credit Bank a4iidi extends soft credits to needy individuals 
maiim i nitng to mofe than 135,000 citizens at a cost of SRI A32 million. 

As for large projects requiring heavy investments, PIF has extended 
loans valued at SR73,095 nriHi on witii the amount of SR46, 483 m il- 
li(» actually disbursed. Tbe benefidaries of tiiese loans are PETRO- 
MIN, SABIC, Saudi Arabian Airlines and other public investment 
projects. 


The non-dl gross domestic product (GDP) is estimated to have 
grown during fistai year 1402/1403 at a real growth rate of between 7 
percent and 8 percent which is higher than the target rate oi 6.2 
percent forecast in the Third Development Plan. Moreover, this 
attained rate of grou^, although less than the previous year growth 
rate (rf 11.1 percent is relatively high by the standards of developed 
and developing countries. The completion of infrastructural and oteer 
major projects contributed to stabilizatiM of Ae economy’s growth 
rate. TUs indicates that the Saudi economy is converging into a realis- 
tic, stable and secular growth path. 


The non-oil GDP deflator (the inflation rate) is estimated to have 
rostered a further dedine to below 4 percent during the year com- 
pared to 5.S pen^t in 14Q1/1402 and 6.9 percent in 1400/1401. 

Money supply is estimated to have increa^ by 16 percent which 
togedier wite private c^tal inflows from abro^ was more than 
adequate to cover liquidity requirements without generating any 
inflationary pressure. 


However, one of the most important economic indicators is the 
continuous rise of the non-exTs private sector contribution to the gross 
dtMnestic products. Estimates indicate tiiat non-oil private sector’s 
share of total real GDP has increased from about 25 percent in 
1393/1394 to 45 to 48 percent in 1402/1403, while that of the oil 
sector has dedined from 65 percent to between 30ito 33 peraent and 
goveniment sector share hu increased from about 10 to 22 percent 
Total imports during 1402/1403 is estimated to have risen by 17 
percent to SR139,327 million compared to SR119,290 millioa in 
1401/1402.

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Lower oil prices won’t 
affect plan, Nazer says

RIYADH, April 13 (SPA) — The Third 
Five-Year Development Plan will not be 
affected by tfae drop in oil pricesand will have 
an average growth target of 6.2 percent. Plan- 
mng Minister Hisham Nazer was quoted as 
saying in an interview published here Wed- 


He told die weekly magazineA/ -Yamamak 
diat die growth pncentage was the result of 
accunte caiculatiotis whidi had taken into 
account govemment expenditure as a whole, 
the percentage of inflation and the volume of 
foreign manpower. "The plan has also calcu- 
lated expenditure for every sector and the 
expected growth”, Nazer added. 

Although we have 6xed tfae growth per- 
centage at 6.2 percent for this plan, yet we 
were able to adiieve an 1 1 percent growth 
rate in die first year of the third plan and ten 
percent in tfae second year of the plan. It 
means we have been able to almost double 
die growth percentage ” Nazer said. 

“We were able to finish the infrastructure 
by the beginning o£ the third plan and later 
shifted the wmght of the plan from invest- 
meait to production in order to diversify 
eccmomic resources. This also suggests that 
investment in the infrastructure will drop 
notably,” he added. 

Referring to basic services, Nazer said the 
Kingdom had nearly achieved set records in 
this field. “Moreover, the government has 
adopted a policy to reduce its dependence on 
oil revenue and build a broad production 
base by directing investments to the agricul- 
tural and industrial sectors,” he said. 

Nazer stressed' the need to lessen depen- 
dence on crude oil and underlined the impor- 
tance of creating other sources of income 


because this would lead to better economic 
conditions. 

Asked whether there was any intention to 
introduce a tax system, Nazer ~ruled out the 
posabiliiy ^ introducing the system for die 
time being. “There is'nothing that will pre- 
vent us from applying this system if we decide 
that it is necessary to protect national pro- 
ducts or prevent investment in a certain sec- 
tor,” he said. 

Referring to solar energy and plans to find 
alternative energy sou rces because oil is con- 
sidered a deplete wealth , he said, “We are 
planning in future to introduce alternative 
energy sources because we will not waste the 
oil as an energy source, but it will he utilized 
in industry.” 

He added that the Kingdom had good 
potential for exploiting solar energy in view 
of its vast area and sunny weather. “BuL we 
should not be overoptimistic since solar 
energy is very costly and its storage needs vast 
areas to establish solar dishes and ground 
stands,” he said. 

Replying to a question on whether the 
development plan provided for Saudi citizens 
to play their role in the production stage, 
Nazer strongly refuted daims that Saudis 
were “reddess” and do not accept minor 
“There is no evidence or proof for sud) 
unjust claims," he said. 

The planning minister said qualifying dti- 
zeos takes a long time and a lot of training to 
enable them to play tiieir role in the produc- 
tion phase. 

Cominenting on the issue of dtizens 
refraining from joining the public sector 
Nazer said, “figures show that there is no 
shortage in the pubUc sector’s manpower.

“Jordan, more tiian 
any odier Arab country confronting Israel, is 
directly affected by this increasing immigra- 
tion of Palestinians. For that reason, Jordan 
win disoontinue graotiog Jordanian travel 
documents to tiiese umnigraots.'* 


Blit he said that “every Palestinian now 
boldiog a Jordanian pas^rort will not be 
affected by tiie new measures.*’ Abu Oudeh 
was re^onding to a question abont reports 
that Jordan was to cancel tenqioraiy travel 
documents issued to 200,000 Palestinians 
from the Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip. 

He also indicated that general dections 
would be held ‘*within the frameworiEs of an 
overall poli^ aimed at streamlining political 


life in the country and protecting it against 
external sfaodcs.” 

A ctmsultative omnol has existed in Jor- 
itoif since 1967, when parliameDt was dissol- 
ved. 

Abu Oudeh told that the “old 

dialogue mth the Palestine Liberation 
Organization will cMitinue. But the dialogue 
vriiicfa started six months has been called 
off.” He was referring to PLO-Jordanian 
taiw OD the Mideast peace process and pros- 
pects of setting up a oonfederatUMi between 
Jordan and a Palestinian state to be set up in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

Differences between Jordan and the PLO 
have made it impossible to devise a common 
Strategy, be said. “There had U) be a declara- 
tion mi efforts for joint action, after 

the PLO leadership offered proposals that we 
deemed onaocept^le.” 

He was allutfing to report about a PLO 
proposal for tripartite action, mvolving Jor- 
dan, Syria and the Palestinian movement on 
the peace issue. Jordan was ht^iing to gain a 
PLO to go to Washington and 

negotiate for peace with Israel under U.S. 
plan. The PLO rejected this, insisting dial no 
power other than the commando organiza- 
timi itself vnll be allowed to represent the 
Palestinians.

The paper said economic and trade rela- 
tions would be resumed according to a trade 
and economy protocol whidi was si^ed in 
March 1978 but was frozen in Ap^ 1979 
when Jordan and 16 other Arab states cut ties 
with Egypt. Al AAnim said there would be an 
increase in mutual trade and export-import 
licenses would be issued by both countries. It 
did not provide any figures.

“1 talked with Presideot Reagan this morn- 
ing on this subject,” Mubarak was quoted as 
saying.

“Presideht Reagan haS'told me that he is 
stiU sticking to his initiative and hopes tiiat 
they (Arafat and Hussdn) would readh an 
agreement on their partidpatioo in the 
Mideast peace negotiations” on the basis of 
Reagan’s plan, Mubarak said.

“I hope very much they will enter tbe melanism of negotiations at a 
later stage.” Tbe secretaiy-general who visited Moscow in late 
March, was in Denmark as part of a swing tluough the Nordic 
countries. 

In London, a resistance leader. Professor Borhanuddin Rabbani, 
has appealed for aims and food for A^han tribesmen. Rabbani, head 
of tbe Jamiat Islanij said Mujahedeen needed arms that could bring 
down belicopteTs. 

They also needed food for themselves and thousands of villagers

In Geneva, Cordovez, met separately with P akts^i and Afghan 
delegations on the future of A^ban refugees. Cordovez also met, 
according to a reliable source, whb a representative of the Soviet 
Union, whose role in tbe talks was not stipulated. Moscow is consi- 
dered to have lent its approval to the refugee negotiations since Perez 
de CueOai said he was encouraged by his ralks there on tbe subject 
last March. 

Meanwhile, Western diplomatic sources in Islamabad said Tues- 
day tbe Afghan reastance captured a “very large supply” of arms and 
ammunition in a dash uortii of Kabul in which an undetercnined 
Soviet and Afgban soldiers died. But Afghan redstance sources who 


broke the news 24 hours before tbe Western diplomatic dispatches 
reached Islamabad, raid that more than 100 militaiy vehicles wort 
gutted in the ambush and the enemy death toll may have mo iato 
hundreds. 

According to diplomats, Mujahedeen activity throughout tbe 
country has been stepped up as tte r^hne prepares to celebrate the 
April 27, 1979, coup.

Tipped off that a convoy would pass between the two towns, tbe 
resistance fighters combing their forces and three organizations — 
Hezbe Isfami led by GoJbiidm Hekmatyar, Jamiat Islami, and 
Harkat-e-Inqflabi — ambushed fee convi^fn tbe narrow Tagab Para, 
diplomats said. Half of tbe convoy cootinued to move ahead but its 
rear was surrounded, with considerable vehicle loss and an 
UQSped&ed number of Soviet and A%han casualties, they added. 

Afghan resistance sources said tbe unusually heavy Soviet- Afghan 
losses were the result of “desperate” Soviet bombing of their own 
convoy in tbe narrow Tagab Pass. The fighters hit six militaiy vefaides 
includiag a big oil tanker whictacaught fire engulfing the convoy, they . 
said. Helicopters providing air cover in pounded tbeir own units. . 
“fearing the troops might surrender or get captured,'' they said. 

According to Western diplomatic sources tbe Mujahedeen suc- 
ceeded in capturing large sup^y of arms and ammuoitioos and stocks 
of food and clothes. They were also able to evade reprisal air strikes. 
Western diplomatic sources confirmed resistance reports last week 
that h destroyed a Soviet military post on the North-South 
Highway, kiliing 35 Soviet soldiers. Tb^ said five military vehicles 
were destroyed in tbe post located in tbe vicinity of Cfaarikar in 
Parwan province. Both sides suffsred losses but Soviet losses were 
heavier, tbe sources said. 

Resistance activities were also reported on tbe Kabul-Paghmap 
Road with Mujabedeen attacking a government post at Kargha and 
engaging convoys oo tbe Bagam and Saroobi roads. Acco^ing to 
recent reports ^m western Herat, die town was virtually under 
Mujabedeen control and goveniment control by day extended to 
only a small area around adnihiistratrve buildings. 

The regime was also losing hs grip on tbe second largest A^han 
city. Kao^har. The areas around Kandahar were under Mujalie- 
deen control and convoys, despite traveling under heavy protection, 
come under constant resistance attacks and sniping, tbe reports said. .

Child disability problem worries Pakistan

ISLAMABAD (Depthnews) — Disability 
among Paldstani cbfl^a is getting out of 
hand. Authorities have warned that unless 
positive steps are immediately taken, the 
number of disabled children in the oouniry 
wouid zoom from tbe present four million to 
a staggering figure ^ the yev 2000 . 

That figure remains shocking even if vie- 
wed against a 1975 United Nations estimate 
of 140 nuUion disabled children worldwide. 
The term disabled applies to the deaf, dumb. 


French bee 
fears attack 
from enemy

STRASBOURG, France,' (AFP) — A 
para^ that destroyed half a million bee 
hives in tbe Soviet Union last year has made 
its way to France, xhreatening to cause seri- 
ous damage to an industry that produces 
abont $5 million a year in tte eastern region 
alone. 

Tbe vaiToa parashe, recorded for the first 
tnne in Fiance last November at Wissem- 
botng, in Alsace, is looked on as **the bee’s 
worst enemy.” 

Before tbe war tbe parasite ravaged bee 
Uves in Indoclrina, India and the eastern 
Soviet Union. It later moved to Europe and 
South America. Veterinarians describe 
tite parasite as’^the worst contagious disease 
suffered by the domestic bee." 

At present it is confined to a 20-km strip 
along Alsactf s border whb West Germany, 
wbkh is also suffering from tbe parasite. 
Frendi beekeepers have fumigated 1,500 
hives so far to save them from destruction. 

Id northern Alsace, in tbe Bas-Rfain 
department, 2,700 beekeepers with about 
30,000 hives p^uce 900 tons of honey and 
have an amiu^ turnover of 35 millioa fi^cs. 
But tbe bees, l:^ their pollination, are of 
inr^ kailahle vdiie to farmers. 

Hie paiashe fastens rato tbe bee’s body, 
suddng out its lifeblood and slowly killing it. 
The bee is unable, unaided, to rid itself of this 
pesL The parasite, like lice, moves from one 
bee's body to another. 

Mmeover, it is immune to modem pesd- 
ddes. This ^ven an idea to retired railway 

worker Charles Goetz, who is president of

(GDSA), to fight the parasite with bk>k>gi^ 
weap ons.

Pakistan's population, according to the 
1981 census, was 83.78 millkm, of which 46 
percent or 39.79 million were in tbe 0-14 
years age bracket Tbe International Labor 
Organization (ILO) bad estimated that 10 
percent of tbe populatioo in the Third World 
countries are made up of disabled children. 
Based on this computation, Pakistan would 
have approximately four million disabled 
diildren. 

Pakistan can take little consolation from 
tbe fact that chfid disability is a problem 
common to all countries, especially in the 
Third World. Tbe country is particularly vul- 
nerable to the problem of child disability. Tbe 
literal rate among tbe male population is 
only 2A percent while that of the females 
stands at 6 percent 

Because of cultural restraints, Pakistani 
women are traditionaUy confined to their 
homes and immedaite surroundings. This 
custom prevents them from acquiring mod- 
em techniques of child care. Illiteracy makes 
P akistani mothers ill-piepared to protect 
their chiidrea from sickness, or tbe treatment 
of the most common ailment 

The country also suffers from lack of medi- 
cal fKiIities, especially for the disabled. Tbe 
disabled are virtually disgraced by their phys- 
ic^ misforniDes instead of being helped along 
to become respectable memters of family 
and society. B^use of the acute lack of 
modern health fecilities, the average pareni 
sends bis side child to quak doctors and faith 
healers for treatment. 

Althoi^ there are no reliable national 
statistics, govemmeDt figures show that of the 

3.46 mflUon Umd Pakistanis, 1 .59 million are 
children. The Ministry of Health and Social 
Welfare said tbe national total for deaf peo- 


ple was 230,000. 

In 1979, there were 2.6 mUlkm children 
suffering ^m various cases of orthopedic 
disability. There are also no reliable updated 
figures on tbe number of retarded chfldren. A 
survey conducted by the Amah Post Gradu- 
ate Medical Center in Karachi showed that 
there were 138 million severely retarded 
chDdren. 

And government has been singul^y slow 
in coming to grips with tbe rehabilitation of 
riiiMihted children. It was onfy in 1S178 that a 
more coherent poliqr for the advancement of 
the disabled was fonnniated. But even these 
efforts have fellen far short of tbe ide^ 
strategy for mass development and rehabili- 
tation of the disabled to txansform them into 
productive dtirens. 

Of the 139 million blind chiidrea nation- 
wide, only 223 or 0.014 percent are studying 
in various institutions for tbe blind. Only 
2,184 out of an estimated 230,000 deaf- 
mutes are enrolled in various scbool& 

A United Nations International Children’s 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF) study showed 
that out of tbe total of 1 .19 mfllkm retardates, 
only 620 are cared for by the different gov- 
ernment instftutions. Bur government offi- 
cials say tbe number of those under tbe 
of unregis tered institutions could be twice 
this much. 

P akistani experts involved m caring for tbe 
disabled chfldren are simply astoimd^ by the 
inadequacy of government fecilities for the 
rehabflitatioD of these childreD. In 1971, for 
instance, tbe Cbambeli Sdxxd for Mental 
Retardates opened with 12 children. Today, 
it has 60 chfltfren on its rcflL and only because 
it cannot accommodate mote. 

Tlie situation at tbe Cbambeli School is 
common to all institutions catering to tbe 
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of disabled diildren hi Palustan. There 
axe simply too many who need expert care 
and too few hisdtutioiis to hanefle them. 

Low wages and little prospects for profes- 
wMiai advancement aJso drive potential 
woricers away from chiMren's 

instinitioDs. Ahbougb tbe government has 
"suffidentT funding for the opera- 
tions of diildren’s institutions, salaxvss of 
workers remain pitifully low. 

Staff workers with five to 10 years experi- 
ence earn a maximum 1,000 rupees ($ 100 ) a 
month. They do not get additioi^ allowances 
for transportation, medical or housing 
fawiitMi^ Under these conations, govexn- 
menc institutions for disabled children do not 
attract tbe cream of the counttj^s experts in 
tbe field, mhera^ and superstition impose a 
b a iiier u> an enli^tened attitude toward tbe 
problem of tbe dinbled cluldren. 

Tbe rural population compri^ 71 39 ^r- 
cent of tbe national totaL Of tins, tbe major- 
ity axe illiterates, who believe that tbe men- 
tall y sick are haunted by demons, and exorc- 
ism as tbe best way of curing tbra. 

Another protdem that & government 
must contend with is the lade of fodDties for 
post-treatment cases. The newly cured retar- 
dates, for axe usually not allowed to 

go home before they have fully recovered. 
This requires a new environment different 
from their places of hoqiitaKzation and yet 
not like their homes. To remedy this sitna- 
tion, tbe Department of Pssrcbological 
Mffdfcyne plans to open a halfws^ bouse to 
accommodate tbe newly healed mental 
patients. 

Tbe halfway boose will oontinue tbe treat- 
ment offered by tbe hospital such as occupa- 
tional therapy in order to modify tbe patient^ 
behavior, institute disopline by fearning 
trades Iflre pinmMng , masonry and others. 

Despite inadequate resources and 
response to the problem of disabled children, 
authorities da™ that for tbe fiist time the 
govetnment is getting its act together in an 
effort to minimize tbe problem. 

Tbe dedaration of 1979 as the "Infema- 
tional Year of tbe Child” has helped focus 
new attention on tbe plight of tbe disabled 
chfldren. This was bofrtered further I 7 tbe 
dedaration of 1981 as tbe "Intem^ional 
Year of the Disabled” by the UJ*1. 

Tbe Pakistani president is an active i»tron 
of rJiHri welfare causes, and his interest in tbe 
rehabilitation of disabled chAdren has cre- 
ated a beneficial effect nationwide. Tbe fifth 
develo{)meDt plan (1978-83) specifically 
dtes the need for tbe rehabilitation of dis- 
abled cbfldren. This is the first time tbe 
rehabflhatioa of tbe disabled was mentioned 
in the country’s development plan.

Injected into human body, this harmless 
protein can stimulate tbe bodj^s munnn^ 
d efpnfiw: and protect against the parade 
which is tranreutted by tbe bite eff infected 
mosquitoes, they said.

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KEAGAN’S‘ INEPTITUDE

Pre^dent Reagan's immediate reaction, when King Hus* 
sein announced his decision not to join in die Ameiican peace 
initiative, was to blame Palestinian radicals- Sudi a hasty 
judgment can only be regretted. And it is lopsided too. 

Did he blame Israel wUch, in fact, rejected bis peace plan 
for moment it was announced and went on widi constructing 
more and more settlements on the West Bank when a freeze 
on die Jewi^ setdements on occupied Arab territories was 
the only concession he allowed die Palestinians in his plan? Of 
course not. But then, throughout the whole process Reagan 
has demonstrated a basic tyn^>athy toward Israel and a -cor- 
re^onding antipadiy toward the Palestinians. 

It has been the Palestinians Tdio have been asked to com- 
promise all the way along, not the Israelis. There has been 
predous litde attenqitto squeeze any concesaons out of Begin 
eidier on the cnidal question oa. setdements or on die ccm- 
tinued mistreatment of West Bankers by the Israeli militaiy 
authodties. Indeed .on the question of settlements, Reagan 
has constantly given the impression that he has little funda- 
moital objection to them. The only offer that has emerged 
from Washington on the issue — last weeiif s announcement 
tiiat the U3. would try to freeze settlements — was dearly 
half-hearted and did litde to convince eitiier the Palestinians 
or the Jordanians ci Washington's sinoerity. The use tiie 
word"!!/* haidlyin^ired confidence, inde^ for many Pales- 
tinians, it reeked ai insincerity. 

Isn't it time that Reagan realized that such blatant one- 
sidedness will never make for elective negotiations? 

One has to go a step further and ask Pettier President 
Reagan has not lost interest in his Middle East initiative 
altogedier. For the past four or five mondis Washington has 
done next to nothing to maintain the initiative's momentum. 
Some analysts in the American capital daim that the administ- 
ration's interest in the Middle l^t has waned as oil prices 
have dedined. This may be an oversinqilistic explanation, but 
there has certainly been a dedine both in American diploma- 
tic activity over tiie Reagan plan and in Washington's sense of 
urgency. 

Inadequately backed and apparently <me-sided to boot, the 
initiative has increasingly lacked credibility within the Arab 
world. Indeed for a large number of Palestinians it began to 
appear downright dishonest. Small wonder tiiat King Hussein 

and Yasser Ai^at — both of whom would like to see the 
initiative take off — found their hands tied. But to blame 
Palestinian **radicaU ** as Re^an has done, is shortdghted. 
The real problem lies back in Washington, in the way the 
initiative has been presented and packaged. 

So where now? If the Americans think that King Hussein 
can still be persuaded to j(w the talks witiiout tiie support of 
the PLO, they are delutSng themsdves. That is the road to 
Can^ David and King Hussein has made it patently dear that 
he will :jteer quite dear of that particular patii. 

The simple answer is that there has to be a basic change in 
attitudes either by the U.S. or tiie PLO. PLO, on its part, has 
gone as far as it can, given that there has been no movement on 
the other side. Any furtiier concessims would ^lit the move- 
ment irrevocably and would only benefit the extremists. 

The U.S. can save the siteation if it wants, but what it has to 
do is to start putting some real pressure on Israel, and not just 
on the question c£ Lebanon. An Israeli pnllout from Lebanon 
is not enough. There has to be movement on the scttiements' 
issue. 

In die meantime, while the Americans sort out their ideas, it 
looks like the £ur(^>eans may have to play broker again. That 
certainly seems to have been on the mind of Frauds Pym, the 
British foreign secretary, vAio flew into Amman the otiier day 
for emeigen(ty talks with Kii^ Hussein, following the break- 
down. His action was in stark contrast to tiie Reagan's bitter 
reoiminations. j 



Vietnamese offensive upsets Kampuchean accord

BANGKOK — 

Vietnamese troops wa^og the biggest offenave 
against Kampuchean resistance guerrillas since 
their invasion of Kanqnicfaea in 1979 have thrown 
wide open the question cf Hanof s intentions and 
the parameters of a possible solution only weeks 
after hopeshad risen ^ progress toward a t^loma- 
tic solution. 

Vietnam's recent resort to cold steel is in sharp 
contrasts to tiie pabKc pledge given by Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Co Thadi at tiie start of the year 
tiiat there would be no major offensive and to the 
bints oS flexibility vdiidi be and his dqnities have 
sought to convey through private discussion witii 
Western (hplomats. 

It also appears to embarrass the Soviet Union 
whose envoys have in recent weeks given similar 
assurances to Western counterparts by suggesting 
that Vietnam was indeed smoere in seekiiig negotia- 
tions on the Kanqiucfaean issue that could change 
the political map of Southeast Asa. Discussions 
with Thailand’s D^uty Foreign Minister Mikhail 
Kapitsa had also given rise to hopes that the Soviet 
Union, still developing a dialogue with China, 
would encourage if not pressure Vietnam to pursue 
a course of moderation. 

But in an operation involving some 6,000 front- 
line troops that must have been planned monflis in 
advance, tiie Vietnamese appear intent on smash- 
ing Kampudiean resistance bases in the central and 


northern sectors ctf the western border witii Thai- 
land. Their attadcs were initially targeted on the 
Khmer Rouge, the most menadng of the Kam- 
pudiean reastance groups. But the systematic Vie- 
tnamese assault on the c^y major concentration of 
Prince Norodom Sihanouks followers at Osmadi 
suggests the Vietnamese are also intending to deal a 
heavy blow to the weaker nationalist groups. 

The Khmer Pe^les' National Liberation Front 
led by Son Sann in particular will be surprised if 
Vietnamese forces do not strike in the near future 
against their militaiy headquarters at Ban Sangae 
and the biggest Khmer settlement of Nong SameL 
Vietnamese diplomats eiqilain that Hanoi remains 
committed to the idea of withdrawal of forces from 
Kampuchea and that the current offensive to crush 
resistance activity is essential to create conditions 
that would allow such move. 

But the current cam p ai g n would appear to have 
political objectives at least as inqTortant as such 
military aims . If Vietnamese forces do indeed 
broaden their offensive to hit all three groups, the 
main casualty will not be the Khmer Rouge, 
undoubtedly a major obstade to any political solu- 
tion in Kampuchea in the longer term, but the two 
smaller groups tiiat give resectability to the 
/^EAN-backed coalition government recognized 
by the U.N. 

The Khmer Rouge's major strongholds lie well to 
the south of the current battle zone and so far 
largely untouched by Vietnamese dry season opera- 
tions. It is doubtful tiiat Hanoi has time to q^en a 


major thrust against the battle-hardened Khmer 
Rouge entrenched in these mountain strongholds in 
the few weeks that remain before tiie onset of the 
rainy season. 

By overrunning Ban Sangae and Nm^ Samet in 
the same way as teey have dealt with Osmacfa and, 
in January, the KPNIF base cf N<^ Chan, the 
Vietnamese would deprive the nationalist resis- 
tance groups of their last major bases and strip away 
much of the coalition's credibility as a respectable 
alternative to the Khmer Rouge. 

Whether or not Vietnamese forces have sou^ t to 
deter Thafland from supporting tiie resistance 
groups by their intrusions into Thai territory is a 
matter of some doubt, diplomats assert. Det^ of 
Ae extent of Aese mcursions and Ae number of 
Vietnamese troops involved remain hazy. Repor- 
ters have been baured from border areas and West- 
ern military sources say AeThai Anny has divulged 
little of its intelligence. 

Incursions by Vietnamese forces are almost 
inevitable m any attempt to inflict a major d^eat on 
Ae guerrillas in an area of Ae country where Ae 
border is ill-defined and unmariced. By Ae same 
token, attempts by Ae Vietnamese to dig m on Thai 
tenitoiy as reported by Ae Thai Army would do 
litde to cut cff Kanqmcfaeans retreating into Thai- 
land.

India fears upsurge in Sikh violence

CALCUTTA — 

The theft of 28 rifles and 14 submachine guns 
from a Punjab police armoiy has strengthened fears 
of what might happen on April 14 when Ae Akali 
Dal (party), speaking for InAa's 12 million Sikhs, 
renews the progress of its campaign for a 4S-pAnt 
dtartcT of reli^us, economic and potitical 
demands. 

The paitys chief, Sant Haiehand Singh Lon- 
gowal, admits Aat ^khs, offlctally listed as a martial 
race and im>vidhig about 60 percent of InAa's 
troops, “love arms," identitying weapons wiA 
“sdf-resp^' and“self-defense.’*TbeTe have been 
several recent cases of Sikhs firii^ on the poUce 
from the fortified gurudmtras (plrces of wensbip) 
Aat piouAy boast of having held ovt against besieg- 
ing Mogiti armies. 

All F^jab towns were paralyzed last week when 
tbonsands of Sikh warriors staged a rasta roko 
(blockade the streets) protest. AboA 2,000 Sikhs 
were jailed and more than 20 pexsons klDed, bring- 
ing the death toD to nearly 150 since the campaign 
was laundted 18 months ago. “This is the begjmiing 
of our stn^gle and it wfll continue unA we break 
the ffhahis of slavery,** says a young Sikh guru, Sant 


JarnaD Singh Bhindranwale, whom the police 
accuse of murdering opponents. BhinAanwale, 
who leads the Akali DaT s extreme faction, is safe in 
the fastness of agurudworo, and cannot be anested 
in sanctuary. 

Prime Minister Indira flandhi has announced 
several important concessions to win over moder- 
ates. Sikhs can now carry their obligatory daggers 
into airplanes ; the sale of meat, akohol and tobacco 
have bMD forbidden in Ae piedncts of Amritsar's 
Golden Temple, and Indian radio has been ordered 
to broadcast excerpts from the Sikh scripture. Most 
sigaifi^t, Mrs. Gandhi has set up a one-man 
commission under a respected Sikh judge of India's 
Supreme Court to investigate the case for local 
autonomy. 

Spuming olive branches, Longowal refuses even 
to discuss a truce. He recently told InAa’s Home 
Mmister P.C Sethi: “We cannot hold your hand 
while you are holding a rifle in the other hand." The 
Dal chiefs position is that Mrs. Gandhi knows Sikh 
terms, and there can be no oegotiatitHis until she has 
cspitulated to every one of them.

LONDON (WP) — More than ever before 
in bis 20 years (tf writing about the murky 
world of spies, John le Carre has himself 
come in from the cold this ^ling, j oining in 
die bafly-hoo surrounding publication of his 
best seller about the Midide East. The Little 
Drummer GiH. 

Suddeoly, Le Carre seems to be every- 
idiere,proffled on the CBS evening news and 
in Sew s weekf interviewed at length on the 
front page of the New York Times book 
review, writing vigorously in his own defense 
to counter criticism in the Waskinghm Post. 

Le Carre (nom de plume for David Corn- 
well) has benefited in die past from the aura 
ol mystery he has kept about him. But this 
time, recogniziiig that his ^mpathetic por- 
trayal ol Palestinians and their struggle for a 
homeland might make the book oontrover- 
qal, he dedd^ to explain his feelings publ- 
icly rather than Jet critics interpret for him. 
He says he also began to feel tiiat on die 
Palestinian issue he has a re^ionability — for 
moral reasons — to be out^ioken. 

“I feel fcff tiieir injustice ” Le Carre said. “ 1 
feel a sense of outrage. That is not to exdude 
die Zionist ideal, but the Israelis have had 
tbdr spedal relationship. Ibey have bad 
massive indulgences. 1 think now the time is 
light to do something for the victims of their 
great eiqieiimeDt.’' 

Le C^rre lists other reasons for the high 
media visibility he has recently attained on 
both tides of die Atlantic and for his 
uacharacteristic dedtion to encourage it. 

First, the successful telcvition serializa- 
timis in recent years of two past books — 
TSnker,Teilor,Sol£er,S^ aadSmiiey *sPeo~ 
pie have made him, unavoidably, more of a 
odebriqr tiian before. **The ordinary process 
of exposure,** he modesty called it toe otoer 
day, in a moming of talks at his Londem 
home, a comfortably well-worn red bride 
house of Victorian vintage near the rolling 
lulls of Hanqistead Heath. 

Ihere are already 450,000 copies aS 
Dnamer&rl in print in the United States, 
plus timilarly impressive forcasts for other 
countries. A major film verticn is in prepara-

tion, to be directed by George Roy Hill, who 
did The Stiag and The World Aceordbu to 
Carp. 

His second reason for going public, Le 
Carre said, was his own hard-head^ business 
judgment — a concern that after so long 
assodating him wito one set of themes, book 
buyers might find his shift of direction away 
from toe Cold War to Paiestinians and 
Israelis confusing. Gone for now are such Le 
Carre staples as toe dreus (fictional home of 
British intelligence) toe estimable George 
Smiley and Karla, the Soviet master agent 

But the most important explanation for his 
different approato to Drummer Girl is toe 
book’s complex per^ctive cki toe Middle 
East The heroine, a young left-wing actress 
named Qiarije, is recruited by the Israelis to 
infiltrate a Palestinian group respcMisible for 
attacks on Israelis in Europe. She does so, but 


in the process, the Palestinians cease to be 
merely stereotypical “terrorist^* as Israelis 
and their friento paint them and become 
bearers of a deeply felt and leptimate grie- 
vance. 

Le Carre's own change of perspective was, 
apparently, a gradual one. Speaking in toe 
deUberate manner of a man who chooses 
words for a living, Le Carre said his judg- 
ments were toe product of extensive research 
in toe Middle East over a period of years, 
trips to Palestinian camps and toe witnessing 
of Israeli wrato visited on dvilians as well as 
fighters. Events, particularly IsraersinvasioQ 
of Lebanon last year, served to give bis 
account and his opinions greater urgency, ~ 

“The book,’* said Le Carre, *‘is about a 
balance of compastiem. I came into toe sub- 
ject using toe conventional formula ctf a pro- 
Israeli story but then I began to tamper with 
the equation and make it more two-tided...** 


Le Carre said he had anticipated negative 
reaction to toe book — especially among 
American Jews, who he rhinW are less realis- 
tic about the hfiddle East than toe Israelis 
themselves. Bnt toe feedback has surprised 
him: **We’ve had tremendously bonny 
reviews from coast-to-coast in toe States,** he 
said. **fve also been spoken of very pleas- 
antly in toe two major Israeli newspapers, 
Brmreti and Mbovxf...^ 

De^te his convictions, Le Onre defi- 
nitely does not see himself becoming a per- 
manently public figure, promoting each t^k 
as an autoor-activist would, regularly being 
interviewed in toe media or signing petitions. 

**fve done terribly little in the past and I 
expect m do terribly little in toe fimire,'* be 
said. “This just seemed to me to be the book 
where! bad to come out and talk about it and 
be ready to face the flak. Maybe even take 
some punishment.'* he added. 


Reagan’s military aims Scotland’s monster mystery 
leave Canadians uneasy

OTTAWA (WP) — About eight months 
from now, according to current Pentagon 
plans, a B-52 bomber flying over the 
Beaidott Sea aloog Canada's Arctic Coast 
wffl launch a Criiise mistile southward into 
the frigid air, then wheel away. 

if an goes according to plan, toe unarmed 
flying bomb will drop low, then navigate a 
meandering course over snow-covered con- 
ifer forests, muskegs and isolated Indian set- 
dements ea st cd toe Mackenzie River in 
Canada*s remote northwest territories. 

Reaching toe primrose military test range 
straddling Albe^ and Saskatchewan pro- 
vincesatColdLake,aftBTa 1370-ailefIigbt, 
toe 20-foot-long Bomng missile will p^ a 
parachute and come to rest in front of waiting 
tedmidans. 

Ihe United States wants about a dozen 
such flights. They are considered crudal to 
cheAing out the missfle's ability to carry nuc- 
lear warheads across similar monotonous ter- 
tsin of toe nortiiem Russian plain to Moscow 
and otoer strate^c Soviet targets. 

Outside of toe Soviet Union itself, only the 
sabarcticMackenzie lowland has eocxigb fea- 
tureless teirain to adecpiately challenge toe 
oonqdez Cruise navigation system, which 
steers its way to a designated target by using 
enboard radar and altimeters to cx>mpare 
cemtours with electronic maps stored 
aboarcL The fli gh t path is adjusted they do 
not agree. 

The United States has not yet asked for 
pamnssion to st^e the tests, v^di it would 
iihe to conduct next winter.But the prospect 
of toe fligfafs has sti/red Canadians as few 
otoer arms issues in recent years. 

The controversy has put unexpected pres- 
sure on the Liberal government of Prime 
kfinister Pierre EHiott Trudeau, ruffled 
cross-border relations anew and helped fuel a 
debate here about the Reagan admisistra- 
tkm's miKiai y poUdes, toe value cd the 
NATO and the global disarmament 

movemenL 

The issue resembles the European con- 
troversy over NATO^s 1979 dedsion to begin 
pladng S72 new Pershing 11 and Cruise mis- 
riles on the continent this year to answer a 
Soviet hiiiidiip of SS-20 missiles targeted on 
Western Eurc^e. 

It reflects an underlying aq>ect of life here 
that many Americans frequently overlook — 
^nada's European orientation. Like dtizens 
of non-nudear West European powers, 
f^nadiani vir tnoH y across the pohtic^ ^>ec- 
tmm increasingly are concerned over the lack 
of prop^in U.S.-Soviet negotiations on the 
Euromissfle cnxestion. 

Vic» Pretident Bush led a U.S. delation 
here last month as part of toe administra- 
tes effort to assure its NATO partners that 
Reagan smcerely wants mutual arms redu^ 


At a state efinner completing the visit 
l^deau said, as he has before; “Our people 
*®ot lapre evidence of flexibility^ front 
Watoi^;U)a and Moscow on the talte. At the 


same time, however, he said, “we'd be pretty 
poor alliance partners if we said no” to a U.S. 
request for permission to use Canadian air 
space for the Cruise tests. 

But toe anticruise movement remains 
undeterred. 

My personal hope is that we use this as a 
symbolic issue to wind down toe arms race,” 
said Dr. Pauline Jewett, a New Democratic 
Party member of parliament from British 
Columbia. She is spokeswoman on toe Cruise 
issue for toe 32 members of toe 262- 
seat House of Commons. The Sodalist NDP 
is unanimously opposed to the tests under 
any drcumstances. 

“1 view toe Cruise as destabiiiziDg,” she 
sai d “It would be very hard to verify, and 
people feel their in this bones.*’ 

Sentiment fora mideau' weapons freeze has 
risen markedly since mid-1981 throughout 
toe country, Canadians say. The national 
press has given detailed cover^e of toe arms 
reduction talks in Europe and dosely f<rf- 
lowed the Reagan administration's anti- 
Soviet dedarations. 

Influential columnists, scientists and 
former government officials are emphatically 
calling for greater U.S. efforts at the confer- 
ence table. Frequently these calls are tied to 
comments on toe possible Cruise missile 
tests. 

In February, for example, George 
Ignatieff, a former U.N. ambassador and 
NATO representative, told a Toronto peace 
gatitering that “helping in toe development 
of (Cruise) tedmology won't make us more 
secure, it will make us more susceptible to an 
attack from toe Soviets...The testing would 
increase Canada’s comnutment to continen- 
tal defeose at a time whe we are supposed to 
be doing less.” 

Meanwhile, a grass-roots oiganization cal- 
led Operation Dismantle last year 
spearheaded a drive to get a genera] disv- 
mament referendum on munidpal election 
ballots in November. After a series of court 
fights to breach Canada's stiff rules that vir- 
tually rule out a U.S.-style referendum peti- 
tion drive, a question calling for general dis- 
armament was induded on ballots in 123 
towns and cities. Almost 1 million Caoadiaos 
voted, and 76.5 percent voted in favor ci toe 
proposal. 

Gallup polls over the past five years show 
that 0»wad««ns support the idea of a U.N. 
disarmement referendum by about 3 to 1. 
The local referendum drive, similar to toe 
U.S. Freeze Movement’s referendum drive 
last year, will continue. 

T. James Stark, who founded Operation 
Dismantle six years ago and now dreams of a 
global referendum, says Reagan is toe reason 
for rising Canadian concern. “In a way, he is 
the doyen of the movement," Stark said. “His 
talk of limited nudear war has propelled this 

forward.” . ^ 

Ottawa and Washington last month signed 
a framework agreement pledging negotia- 
tions whenever toe United States actually 
requests the Cruise tests. Hie agreement thus 
^ws Trudeau some breathing room.

LONDON, (R) — A series of intense red 
lines streaked across a black screen could 
turn out to be the long-awmted prod cd 
whether the l^endary prdiistoric monster 
said to inhabit Scotland's Loch Ness exists. 

In (we month last autumn, an expioration 
team led by British naturalist Adrian Shine 
recorded over 40 strong red and orange sonar 
signals of an object moving swifdy deep in toe 
300-meter loch, below levels nonnalfy inha- 
bited by fish. 

“They (toe signals) have all toe charac- 
teristics of animals. If there were large ani- 
mals this is bow we would expect to see 
them... The repeatability of toe signi^ sug- 
gests toat it shcMild be pcnsible to discover 
what they are,” Shine told Reuters. 

This summer. Shine wfl] lead another 
expetotioD cameras triggered by a 
strong sonar signal in an attempt to dinefa a 
dedsTve pbotogi^h of the serpentine, 
buoqr-badced monster, known affectionately 
as “Nessie.” 

Despite claims of over 1,0(X} sittings this 
century, only a baodfril of blurred photo- 
graphs have been produced which could show 
anything from light playing on water to dead 
logs. 

For . years, sdeotific e:qreditions have 
unsuccessfully combed the immense loch, 
still partially une^lored, trito catamarans, 
gmali submarines with glaring arc lights and 
even trained dolphins fitted wito underwater 
cameras. 

la 1976, one team tried luring the monster 
to toesurface using seductive music **A sfaoaJ 
of roadi were attracted by some frequencies 
in Beethoven's Fifth Syn^hony, whereas 
Elvis Presley left them cold,” said Bryan 




King, another monster enibusiasL He hopes 
the creature in Loch Ness may find another 
piece of music more alluring. 

Shine believes the best way of solving the 
mystery wfaidi has lured monster fans to the 
lake is a meticulous sdeotific approadi. He 
told Reuters: “If we find these sisals are not 
animating objects, we will have to condude 
that there are no Loch Ness monstera.'' 

“1 am heartily sick of the Loch Ness mons- 
ter legend. I just want an answer to a sdeotific 
question and then move onto sometfaiog 
more interesting like deq> sea Iriology,” be 
added. 

Two otoer members of Shine's team, 
Cousins Peter Roberts and Arthur Vanson, 
are more epical of Nessie lovers. They 
eagerly hoard days off from their jobs as 
reconnng studio manager and sign writer to 
return to their long-time fixation in the Scott- 
ish highlands, far from toeir homes in soutfa- 
ern England. 

**I suppose if we did Sod the monster, it 
would be a bit of an anti-dimax Roberts 
said. 

The failure of sdentists to produce indis- 
pntable evidence of the monster's existence 
has fueled wild rumors and fantastic theories, 
splashed across toe woiicfs new^apeis. 

Id 1973, researchers Frederick Holiday 
daimed toe monster would never be photo- 
graphed because it was a ghost whidi 
emerged from time to time from a parallel 
umverse.' Two years later, a granctoother 
who saw Nessie in her tea leaves triggered off 
a nationwide betting spree, shortening toe 
odds against Nessie'sexisteDcefrom 10^1 to 
6-1 within a day. 

One worried bookmaker pleaded: “Nes- 
sie. please stay out of si^t or 1*11 be up for a 
quarter a million pounds In payouts.” 


Brunei approaching 
freedom confidently

BANDAR SERI BEGAWAN. Sultanate 
d Brunei (LAT) — By motorboat, car and 
footopatfa, ifs just under four hours from 
BruneTs modernistic csfiital to toe foothills 
of Temboroog and toe nearest encampment 
of a tribe once feared as headhunters. One 
makes it tiiere and back easily, if somewhat 
nervously, in time to dine by candlelight on 
Long Islaid roast dudding just flown in from 
toe States by toe New Sheraton Hotel. 

Accordiflg to the sultan’s information 
office, the Iban tribesmen in Temburong long 
ago gave up collectiDg human heads to prove 
their manhood. It must be so, for the ^age 
leader’s stepson (“headman” no longer 
seems toe appropriate tide) insists that toe 
rare foreign visitor sign an official guestbook 
before entering toe 16-fennly, oonununal 
loog house. Still, the island d Borneo, whidi 
Brunei diares with Isdoncaa and East 
Mal^sia, is vast — toe world's toiid biggest 
island — and itf s said tiiat more remote tribes 
aren't nearly so dvfl. 

Such are toe contrasts of Brunei, a state of 
some world interest these days because at 
1963*s end it wiD finally leave tiie long- 
shrinking British ensure and become the 
worid*s newest indepc^ent nation. (It is, in 
fact, toe last territoiy in Asia wait^ for its 
sovereignty. Hong Kcmg, 1,300 miles nortii 
across toe South China Sea, will give up its 
colonial status only to become part of China 
at toe end d the century.) 

Americans need not wony that it wOl also 
become a global welfare dienttike so many of 
its Third World brethren. The 37-year-old 
Sultan, Sir Duli Pengfran Muda Mahkota 
Hassanal BoUaah, will have S14 billiati in his 
treasury when the last BritiA official leaves 
office Dec: 31. Moreover, he's paying cash 
for his spanking-new, $300-m^on royal 
palace, toe SSO-ntiUion qiorts stadium and 
the SlO-miDion foreign ministry, all con- 
structed in honor of indepeaideace. Thanks to 
one of Asia's richest cil and gas fields, stiO 
pumping strong after more to an SO years, 
Brunei is loaded. The majority of its 199,000 
readents regard the approadi of indepen- 
dence with profound complacency. For them, 
the more immediate ooncera is what to do 
with 45,000 private passenger cars in a land 
of only three towns in a Delaware-sized 
2,226 square miles, of which most is impass- 
able jungle still frequented by crocodiles, the 
occasiona] oraqgutan, and snakes in great 
number. 

But not all are complaceiDenL About 30 
percent of toe permanent population consists 
of ethnic Chinese. Even toough their families 
go batik two and three generations, or more, 
only a few (perhaps .one to 10), have suc; 
celled in obtaining Brunei dtizendiip. Thdir 
only documentation is a British ccrfoaial 
passport. As elsewhere in Southeast Asia, the 
tbri^, energetic Chinese conduct most of 
BruneTs retail trade. Resentment of toe rda- 
ove affluence of the Chinese, coupled with 
religious animority, has set off catastrophic 
race riots in neighboring Islamic countries, 
rince World War 11. and many here are fear- 
ful of the post-British future. 

There is some tension, too. amcmg the 
majorify Malays over the potentially explo- 
sive issue of Kbomeini-fype fundamentalism. 
Lush Brunei is no Iran, but as a result of some 
st^ taken by toe sultan's government a cou- 
ple of years ago, tourism practically vatnsbed. 
(Since Brunei doesn’t realty need tourist 
income anyway, the saltan’s respmise was 
simply to abobsb toe state tourist office). 

StiU, ifs only a three-hour fligbtfrom Sing- 
apore or Hong Kong, and Royal Brunei Air- 
line’s jets offer toe widest choice fruit 
juices in the industry. And in few lands is toe 
exotic and picturesque quite so handily 
accessible: toe same view from Bandar Seri 
Begawan's ultramodern hotel encooqiasses 
one d Islam's grandest mosques, toe only 
museum devoted to Sir Winston Churchill (a 
hero of tiie former sultan), and toe sprawlii^ 
Kaxnpong Ayer, or water village, of houses 
buflt on stilts over tiie broad Brunei River. 

That hotel, inddeotaDy, is typical to a fault 
of toe sultan's modemizatian plans: the struc- 
ture is magnificent, bnt ifs not unusual, 
apparently, to order a chicken sandwich and 
coffee toere and get a hamburger and tea. 
Fifiy^fhree years of flowiqg petredeum, in 
short, have not been matefa^ on toe human 
resources side. In fact, 36 percent of toe 
workforce has to be inqxrrted from ^rroad, 
not only for Brunei ShelTs oilfields but for all 
significant coostructimi projects and even 
road bundiog. The saltan’s palace is beiiig 
erected, for instance, by a Phil^lDe contrac- 
tor, and Beditel Intematicm^ toe big U.S. 
firm toat helped Saudi Axatna on such pro- ' 


jects, is serving as consultant. Fhilqipine, 
Sooth Korean and other laborers return 
home vtoen a project is 
If toe oil runs out, as some feel it may 
witiiin 20 years or so, and Bnin is still not 
self-suffldent in divergfied airiiis, the snhan 
win face some grim realities. ifs con- 
ceded by one of his top teduiocrats toat very 
little attention is bei^ given to toe longer 
range. “We only toink in terms of five-year 
plam,'* he says. “When you're so oomfort- 
able, you become conqilaceDt, wfaec the 
disco^ort comes ifs too late.” 

The most immediate problem may emerge 
witiim the sultan's own family. He has three 
younger brothers, and there are reports of 
con tentious joc&eying for power and podtioa 
as toe last British officials pack up their brief- 
cases in prq»ratioD forretirenieoL Aduafiy, 
toe sultan has enjoyed absdute control over 



internal affairs since 1959 when the corrent 
raslitution designated Brnnei a “protected 
state” under British wii^. But a Britirii dvil 
servant was kq>t on as ffamiidal seexetary and 
a British General as commander of die sul- 
tan's two-battalion army. 

London's contimiing req>onsibility frv 
defeose and fordgn affairs proved a godsend 
in 1962. British troops bad to be sent in from 
Singapore uhen talk of affiliating wito the 
Malaysian federation, a big Islamic state in 
toe Britirii Ccunmoowealtii, impired an 
attempted takeover by Brunei’s even bigger 
neighbor, Indonesa. Sultan Hassanal Bd- 
kiah, who had succeeded his fatoer only 2 % 
years before, chose to remain under Britidi 
protection, and would doubtless retain that 
status now if London weren't determiiied to 
wind up as many overseas oomnutments as 
pomible (Hong Kong and the FalUands 
excepted). 

Indeed, the sultan has cootimied hiring 
British ri^nlars as advisexs to his Royal 
Brunei Malay Rc^mentaiBd is negotiating to 
“renf* two additional battalions of Gurkha 
troops, the famed Nq>ali mercenaries of the 
Britidi Army. The sultan pays wdl above the 
r^niar army scale, provides generous heme 
leave and comfortable quarters. The only 
serious complaint of the moment seems to be 
tiiar toe govemmeat insfrts on c enso rin g all 
rideotapes brought in by toe foragneis.

MADRAS, India (R) — WhOe the south 
iiMtiati state of Tamil Nadu reels under a 
devastating drought, state and central gov-

Inadequate winter rains have led to chronic 
of drinking water in several areas 
and poor rice crop prospects in aD the 16 
distticis of the state. 

At least 19 persons are said to have died of . 
starratioD because of the drought although 
district .offidals have denied the allegation 
saying tbe deaths were caused by cbdieia. 

With tbe arunal surruner monsoon rains 
stiD at least two months away, a critical time 
lies ahead for this stam which is usually consi- 
dered self-sufficient in food. 

Yet despite galls last month to tbe central 


government for emergency supiriies of rice 
and wheat to prevent femine, the Tamil Nadu 
government says neither food nor financial 
relief has arrived. 

P rima Minister Indira Gandhf s promise to 
provide Tamil Nadn with 15,000 tons of rice 
a month and the same amount of wheat came 
after tbe states chief ministeE, former film 
star M.G. Ramachandran went on a weD- 
publidzed daytight fsst on the Madras 
seasbote.

Swedish mining town in peril 


KIRUNA, Sweden, — Monntains of 
iron ore sta^ unsold in this once weahby 
Lapland town. The mining operation is 
neaify bankrupt, and masave imemployinent 
has hh hard, prompting demands for fresh 
government money to avoid more layoffs. 

Since 1974, strot^ oompetition from mines 
in Brazfl and Australia, plus tbe worldwide 
steel recession, has cut eaqxnis of iron ore 
from 30 millioo tons to 11 million last year. 

About 1,500 miners have lost tiieir jobs in 
tbe mines, the town’s only industry, and by 
1986 anoth er 2,000 aie.expected tebelaid ofL* 
'^y'HEing these measures, we should be 
able to break even by 19^,** said Lars 
Wuopio, vice president of the state-owned 
mining company LKAB, tbe initials stand for 
Luossavaara Kinuiavaara LfrU-tbe names of 
tbe two mountains in which ite mines weie 
drilled. 

The ote operatkm has watdied helplessly 
as its ODoe handsome profits — tbe equivalent 
of $100 miQkm in 1974 alone — evaporated 
in a few years. Since 1976, LKAB has 


received $800 mOlion in govenuneot sup- 
port, and company offic&b say more is 
needed urgently. 

Bruno Poromaa, Kfrun^s former mayor 
who led a minerf strike in 1970 and is now a 
member of the Swedish Pariiament, said tbe 
com pany s plans for more layoffr are ** shock- 
ing tot a to^ so dependent on a single indus- 
oy. 

“You know, each LKAB employee gener- 
ates about two jobs in tbe service sector," 
Poromaa said. Unemployment among 
kinma’s 22,000 men and women has soared 
from around 3 percent in 1976 to last year’s 
10 percent Sweden has a national unemp- 
Iqyment rate of just over 3 percent 

Evidence of tbe town’s d^ne is easy to 
find.

The state food minister assured assembly 
members the government would ensure that 
no one in Tamil Nadu died of starvation. He 
said that in tbe Thanjavur delta, tbe state’s 
vot bowU the Mettur reservior which is tbe 
diief source of water had foiled to fin up at all 
last year leading to a substantial foO in rice 
eidtivatioD and production. 

He added the drought had resulted in 
widespread rural unemployment and loss of 
income to formets.

1 shortages grip Africa 


ROME, April 13 (AFP) — The United 
Nations Food and Agnculture Organization 
(FAO) Wednesday sounded the alarm about 
the potentially “explosive” situation in 
Africa because of chronic food shortages. 

Opening a meeting tiie World Food Sec- 
urity Coimnittee attended by del^ates from 
89 countries, FAO Director General 
Edouard Saouma painted a gloomy picture of 
the world food situatimi. 

At ti)e end of last year, he said, the FAO 
had indentified 24 low-income, food- 
deficient countries with abnormally severe 
shortages, compared with 19 tire previous 
year. 

Twenty of these countries were In .Africa 
and four in Asia according to the FAO, u4tich 
also noted that IS of them had not experi- 
enced serious shortages in the three previous 
yeais. 

Saouma also expressed concern about the 
slowdown in world food production. Taking 
all food commodities into consideration, the 
growth rate only readied 2.2 percent last year 
compared with 2.4 percent 10 years ago (2.5 
percent in industrialized countries), and 3.1 
percent in the previous IS years. 

He noted that the present situation occur- 
red despite record world cereal harvests for 
the thiiti year running predicted for 1983. 
Over U millimi metric tons are expected to 
be harvested, he said, 2.9 percent up from 
1981. 

The FAO head warned that the decision by 
Ae United States, Ac mate producer, to 
reduce planting by 30 million hectares, Aus 
causing a drop in production of 80 million 
metric tmis, threatened to result in a 
resurgence of Ac “infernal cyde” of 
supei^undance followed by shortage. This, 
he said, was typical of Ae last 10 years. 

At Ae meeting <tf Ae Food Security Com- 
mittee, which was set up in 1974 to combat 


Ae problem of chrmic food shortages, Ae 
FAO win propose strengAening world food 
security by taUng measures at national, reg- 
icmal and international levels in hopes ^ 
increasingg production in developing coun- 
tries. 

The program would also stabilize fluctuat- 
ing supplies to gain effidency in supplying 
food to Ae hungry. For Ae FAO, which 
noted Aat until now Ae international com- 
munity had not respected its commitments, 
the plan is a top priority. 

Top British firms 
hike coffee prices 

LONDON, April 13 (AFP) Britain's 
leading instant cofiee companies have 
announced a 10 percent retail price rise for 
next month, due to increased rates for 
unroasted coflee and the depredation of 
sterling. 

They said unprocessed coffee was recently 
at its highest price for three years in London. 
This and sterling’s fell would normaOy justify 
a 20 percent retail price increase. But the 
companies said the second 10 percent was 
being delayed untD the autumn. 

This second increase may be avoided, as 
rates have started to fell. Tte going rate for 
Robusta is around 1,650 pounds per ton 
against 1,940 at the end of March and 1,035 
at Ae lowest point last August. Sterling is 
down 11.3 percent since November rather 
than the 16 percent it reached last month. 

MaxweD House, a leaAng company, said 
meanwhile that British consumption of solu- 
ble coffee rose two percent in volume in tbe 
12 months to February, and sales came to 
some 300 million pounds. Cofiee beans 
toaled 45 miUioo pounds against previous 30 
million.

In fee bullion markets, gold and ulver 
prices (fipped on the doU^s recovery and 
gold fefi badt to $427-$42S an ounce from 
$433 an ounce, afeile silver prices fell 
sharply to SI 1.25 an ounce from $1 1.40 an 
ounce. The bullion markets were generally 
vcdatile and dealers expect some more 
instatulity until EurodcAar dq>osit rate 
trends are firmly established.

PARIS, April 13 (AFP) — More than 500 
professional footballers could throw the end 
of the French I^rst Division League into con- 
furion by striking in protest at the introduc- 
tion of new ansterity measures. 

The players will meet to consider strike 
actimi at their annual meeting to be held on 
May 16. And, if they come out in favor, the 
strike wiD hit the last three rounds of the 
Dhimii One season on May 20, May 24 and 
June 3. 

The two sectiems in (he Second Division 
wouldalsDbe hh-witb nearly 400 profession- 
als striking on May 2t, the last day of their 
league season. 

-Tte strike threat follows last week's meet- 
ing of league clubs here when experimental 
measures to put a brake ou the constant 
mcrease in players’ wages and limit transfers 
were introduced for ttw 1983-84 season. 

Philippe Fiat, piesideiit of the National 
UnioD of French Professioiial Footballers, 
says the players could be led to strike for the 
fint time since 1972 because the austerity 
measnies indude no provisions for tax lelieC, 
as had been promised. 

Mourwhile. Fren^ football offidals are 
waiting for a meeting with Prime Minister 
Piene Mauroy with whom they are due to 
raise the very point of tax relief and national 
insiiniice for both players and clubs. Only 
three dubs went a gai nst the measures, which 
come into e&ct on July 1, voted in by the 
professkMial clubs in the two divisioiis last 
week.

One uDoffidal estimate put his share of the 
vote in ptedominaotiy black wards at 94 per- 
cent Epton, as expected, did well in ethnic 
white ne^borbooeb where voters deserted 
the Democratic Party by the hundreds of 
tbousandls out of fear t^t Washington as 
mayor could mean more integration and 
declining property values.

Hanoi to pullout part of army 


BANGKOK. April 13 (AP) — Vietnam 
and Kaoqjucbea (Comb^ia) announced 
Wednesday that a partial withdrawal of Viet- 
namese troops from Kampuchea will take 
place next montii, radio Hanoi said. 

Tlie announcement follows fierce Viet- 
oaniese militaiy attseks in early February and 
during foe past two weeks against Kam- 
puchean resistance forces along the Thai- 
Kanqiudiean border. The attadcs, which sent 
thousands d refugees streaming into Tliai- 
land and brought an international outcry over 
the deaths and dislocations of Kampuchean 
crvflians. 

Ra<fio Hanoi, monitored here, said the 
withdrawal was announced Tuesday by the 


foreign ministen d the two countries at a 
special meeting of ministers of the three 
indodiinese in Phnom Penh. It gave no 
further details on foe numbers or date. 

The three foreign nunisteis, in their joint 
communique broadcast by the radio, also 
renewed their call for the establishment of a 
security zone along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. They appealed to Thailand to 
re^ond positively “so as to ensure securi^ 
and stability of that border region.** The 
miorsters made the proposal July 7 in Viet- 
nam's Ho Chi Minh City, where they also 
announced a partial withdrawal of Vietnam- 
ese troops from Kampudiea to take place 
that month. 



Spain denounces visit

GIBRALTAR, April 13 (R) — British 
warships, shadowed by Spanirii vessels, 
anchor^ at the Spanifo'daimed rode colony 
of Gibraltar Wednesday and set off a storm d 
protest from Madrid. 

Spain denounced tiie viat as a flagrant iriio- 
latiott of its tenitorial waters and, vdiile

Britain said the five-d^ viat was routine 
and'foUowed annual exercises in foe Atlantic. 
The British Embassy infenmed foe Spanish 
authorities in advance, a ^lokeswonian said. 
However, Madrid said the visit was iooppOT- 
tune in view of foe ddicate stage of n^otia- 
tioos over foe future of foe colony, captured 
from Spain in 1704 and redaimed ever since. 

“We have renounced, wifo foe backing of 
Spanish public opinion, all vidmit action but 
we will take ste^ to guarantee our national 
waters,** Foreign hCiuster Fernando Moran .
